relative or a wife’s relative or a partner or a relative’s partner or a relative’s 

partner’s relative, you will find a member of the Harrison clan in every 

branch of that vast body, even as the red lines run through a Scotch plaid.

These manifestations of a proper family feeling are gratifying enough ; 
but there have been men before Mr. Harrison who were neither ashamed 
nor afraid to brave repeated accusations of nepotism. With Mr. Harrison, 
however, devotion to family goes still further. He not only provides public 
places for those who want them —and what true Harrison clansman does 
not yearn for public place with a great yearning? — but he is willing to 
lend the whole power and strength of his Presidential office to any relative 
who may find more tempting employment in another line of business. Let 


us consider the case of Russell.

Russell Harrison is a young man who, even in his father’s indulgent 
eyes, can not be considered a desirable public servant. He made a trial 
of his fitness in the Far West— probably selecting that region because, as 
the people say, ‘everything goes,” out there. The trial was what might 
be called an expensive failure. With the aid of a syndicate of friends and 
by the courtesy of a Democratic President, Russell was enabled to bring 
the trial to a close by a process known as ‘drawing the veil.” The veil 
was not very thick, nor very artistically drawn; but we shall not disturb it. 
We mention its existence only to note that it is a veil which practically 
shuts out Mr. Russell Harrison from the enjoyment of any public office 
worthy of the notice of a President’s son.

So Russell took stock in an illustrated newspaper of a variegated 
character, and made of it the Presidential organ; and it is in the selection 
of his organ that President Harrison has shown most fully his utter regard- 
lessness of self when a question of family advancement is concerned. It is 
not safe for a President who is seeking renomination with all his heart and 
with all his soul and with all his mind — and who is really seeking very 
hard, considering — it is not safe for such a person to appoint many members 
of his family and his wife’s family to public office. Such a course injures 
him with the people. The average voter is unwilling to believe that any 
one given family furnishes such an extraordinary amount of fitness for the 
nation’s service. The prevailing idea, which is founded upon long ex- 
perience, is that a family which strains itself to supply two Presidents is 
doing all that can be expected of any family. 


And if a candidate for renomination can injure ‘his chances with the 
people by merely dealing out a few salaries among his loved ones, how 
dangerous is his position who entrusts the most delicate duty of official 
organist to’an amateur newspaper-man of more zeal than discretion: a 
mouth, so to speak, whose vast and voluble cavity offers no suggestion of 
a reserve stock of brains. For the candidate may be able to afford to be 
considered a nepotist; but he can not afford to be looked upon as the 
strange and awful thing which such a representative will make of him.

Such danger Mr. Harrison braves, as the faithful pelican, with self- 
denuded breast, braves the chances of pneumonia. But the pelican, we 
must remember, is a bird of warm regions. A chillier zone is the abode 
of our President; and far greater is the likelihood of an icy nip for that 
devoted bosom which he allows Russell to pluck that Russell’s nest may 
be well feathered. For Russell is doing the job with a neatness and com- 
pleteness hardly to be expected of a young man whose career has hitherto 
been of a noticeable futility and uncertainty. If any young man ever set 
out to make a holy show of his male parent and wholly and thoroughly 
succeeded, Russell Harrison is that man.

There zs, in spite of the popular belief, a future for Mr. Benjamin 
Harrison. He remains to-day what he was in 1888, the one candidate of 
the Republican party who is possible politically and respectable personally. 
Of the latter qualification he alone can rob himself. He has made several 
brilliant attempts to perform this feat, by his devotion to Quay and Wana- 
maker, his persistent nepotism, and his remarkable performance in the 
matter of the famous cottage by the sea. But it takes a good deal to make 
a Republican disreputable in the eyes of Republicans, and nothing but rank 
dishonesty, (of which we conceive Mr. Harrison wholly incapable,) will 
rob him of the prestige of his Indianapolis respectability so far as the 
opinion of his party is concerned. His practical availability is a more 
delicate matter; and his friends can deprive him of it more easily than his
